Town and County 
taking steps to 
work together

The Town of Didsbury and Mountain View County 
announced Friday they planned to investigate "all po¬ 
tential opportunities related to municipal shared serv¬ 
ices" at a joint press conference held in the Town of 
Didsbury council chambers. 

Both councils have cited they have a common need 
to keep property taxes low and have a responsibility 
to provide the best service possible to their residents. 

"Didsbury Town Council, during their annual work¬ 
shop, identified the need to hold discussions with Moun¬ 
tain View County regarding sharing common services," 
fead Didsbury Mayor Ray Lea directly from a press 
release. "Following the workshop, Didsbury wrote a 
letter to the County inviting county representatives 
to meet informally with the Town to discuss areas 
where cooperation would be possible. 

"Although the request focused on regional emer¬ 
gency services it became clear that there are many 
opportunities for cooperation." 

These opportunities include assessment services, 
equipment fleet management, general purchasing, 
equipment storage, public works, policing, economic 
and community development and protective services. 
Administration was another area cited as being wor¬ 
thy of investigation. 

This is likely to lead to discussions about coopera¬ 
tion in the departments of finance, reception, telecom¬ 
munication and information technology, and building 
operating costs. 

"The County has been reviewing the administration 
building issue for the past couple of years and has yet 
to make any decision," said Mountain View County 
Reeve Ian Harvey. 

Informal discussion have touched on possible sav¬ 
ings of sharing administrative services in a common 
building. Harvey said, however, that the decision to 
work together with the Town of Didsbury was not for 
the sole purpose of having a new building built. 

The Town announced that it would consider a com¬ 
mon building, but expressed concern regarding a pos¬ 
sible relocation of the County administration building 
outside the Town. 

Town CAO Evan Parliament said despite the deci¬ 
sion to look into shared resources, there was no pos¬ 
sibility of the two municipalities merging. 

"This is not about creating two separate entities. 
This is not about amalgamation."

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Seniors lodge still waiting for land-use study

Mountain View Manage¬ 
ment Board members appeared 
at the Health Authority 5 meet- 
ing held in Didsbury last 
Wednesday and gave an up¬ 
date on the status of a new 
seniors lodge that will be built 
in Didsbury. 

Doreen Wilson, CAO of the 
Mountain View Management 
Board, told the HA5 board 
members the group is still 
waiting for the results of a 
land use study at the hospital 
to be completed before they 
can start makin archatechural 
drawings of the new building. 

But that hasn’t stopped the 
group from doing some pre¬ 
planning. 

Wilson, in her presentation, 
showed three proposed layouts 
of each room, ranging from a 
smaller dwelling with one bed 
to a larger one with two rooms. 

"We have received a lot of 
input from the public and they 
are telling us they don't want 
to see the typical small rooms."

Another issue that was 
brought up in the presenta¬ 
tion was that of raising funds 
for the project. 

The Mountain View Man¬ 
agement Board has been 
deemed a government organi¬ 
zation and has already been 
turned down by the Alberta 
Gaming Commission for funds. 
Wilson said her group is ap¬ 
pealing that decision. 

But unless the decision is 
overturned, the Mountain 
View Management Board will 
not be able to raise funds 
through raffles or casinos. 

The estimated cost of the 


lodge is $3.5 million. So far $1 
million has been raised for the 
lodge. 

Funding for the lodge has 
come from private donations 
as well. Wilson said many sen¬ 
iors have come forward with 
money because they want to 
see the project become a real¬ 
ity. 

The propsed Didsbury 
Lodge, which is slated to have 
50 rooms, has already received 
funding from the local health 
authority for 20 assisted or 
supported living beds. 

The lodge will meet the needs 
of older adults who require a 


Local doctor sued by Saskatchewan 
pharmacist for damages of $750,000 


A Didsbury doctor has been 
successfully sued by a small¬ 
town Saskatchewan pharma¬ 
cist in a recent defamation 
suit. 

Dr. Marc Puts was ordered 
to pay $750,000 in damages to 
pharmacist Harvey Duke by 
Justice Larry Kyle, as he was 
found liable for defamation in 
Court of Queen's Bench in 
Regina. 

Dr. Puts, who was born in 
the Belgian Congo, started his 
practice in Broadview, Sas¬ 
katchewan in 1994. According 
to court records a conflict be¬ 
tween Puts and Duke, the lo¬ 
cal pharmacist, soon started. 

Broadview has a population 
of about 700 people and is lo¬ 
cated about two hours east of 
Regina. 

According to the written de¬ 
cision by Kyle, the majority of 
medical business came from 
the surrounding First Nations 
reserves which total about 
1,500 people. 

Kyle wrote in his decision 
that problems began when Dr. 
Puts alleged Duke conspired 
with another local doctor to 
defraud the provincial and fed¬ 
eral health systems. 

Drugs and medical supplies 
are supplied free of charge to 
aboriginals through the fed¬ 
eral and provincial govern¬ 
ments. 

"Under the laws of Canada, 
derived from a number of trea¬ 
ties with the First Nations, 
provisions had been made for 


a "medicine chest," wrote Kyle. 

According to the written de¬ 
cision, Puts wrote a letter to 
the Saskatchewan College of 
Physicians and Surgeons out¬ 
lining his theories of the alle¬ 
gations. 

An investigation of the ac¬ 
cusations took place by the 
Saskatchewan College of Phy¬ 
sicians and Surgeons and the 
Saskatchewan Pharmaceuti¬ 
cal Association, according to 
the decision, and during that 


time Duke sold his pharmacy 
for much less than it was worth. 

A final report emerged from 
the investigation which re¬ 
vealed no wrongdoing on the 
part of Duke. 

Puts says he believed what 
happened in Saskatchewan 
was a private matter between 
two people and that he would 
appeal the decision. 

He added that he was upset 
about the way he has been 
portrayed in the press.

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If disaster struck in Didsbury... 

The Mountain View Regional Emergency Response Plan was pul into action last week to help 
prepare local agencies and volunteers tor a possible future local emergency.

With many phones ringing at once and the static 
voices ringing through the air from walkie-talkies, the 
Mountain View Regional Emergency Response Plan 
was put into effect during a table top exercise held last 
Thursday at the new RCMP detachment in Didsbury. 

The scenerio entailed a plane being downed in the 
Didsbury area. The fact that many people were hurt 
meant the team executing the plan would be very busy. 

Add the fact two of the people on board were 
Saskatchewan members of Parliament, and consider¬ 
ing the problems with excessive media being in the area 
because of that fact and you have a real situation. 

"I thought this was an excellent exercise," said 
RCMP Sergeant Ron Platz who participated in the 
exercise. "I thought the people on site did an excellent 
job. 

"It was a valuable exercise and everyone did a really 
great job." 

The table-top exercise was carried out by two differ¬ 
ent groups. One group carried out the exercise plan 
while the other group acted as the accident scene and 
would phone in problems as they arose to simulate an 
actual disaster. 

Director of Disaster Services Bob Wright said the 
exercise pointed out some minor things that could be 
done differently, but that he was pleased with the way 
everything unfolded. 

"I thought it went just excellent. Everything started 
up well and everybody did a great job." 

Last week's table-top exercise was the fourth done 
by the Mountain View Regional Emergency Services 
Commission, and the group is planning on more exer¬ 
cises to better prepare the people that would be in¬ 
volved if an actual emergency did take place. 

A mock disaster with an actual disastor scene and 
actors playing the parts of the victims is scheduled for 
later this year. 

Wright said the the theme of that accident would be 
the next step for the group. 

The airplane disaster, dubbed"Operation Aircrash", 
was a course put on by Emergency Management Con-

The past year has been very dry through out central 
Alberta and into Saskatchewan. Farmers and ranch¬ 
ers have been selling off their cattle at a loss due to the 
lack of pasture land and feed. Last summer there was 
less than 12 mm of rain and this winter, snow fall has 
been less than ten centimeters. There has been very 
little cold weather this winter so what snow that has 
fallen has melted and left the area quite dry. 

Because of the dry weather, representatives from 
the Provinces of Saskatchewan and Alberta have been 
holding some meetings at the Olds College to come up 
with a formulated plan that both provinces can present 
to the Federal Government for Drought Assistance and 
some funds for development of irrigation programs for 
the two areas. 

Jim Monroe and his copilot Barb Amos of Prairie 
Aviation out of Saskatoon are getting ready for a VFR 
flight from the Olds/Didsbury Airport back to 
Saskatoon. They are flying a Jetstream 31 aircraft 


with twelve passengers on board. Two of the passen¬ 
gers are provincial cabinet ministers from Saskatch¬ 
ewan, two are MP’s from Saskatchewan and the re¬ 
maining eight are provincial employees from various 
agencies in government in the Province of Saskatch¬ 
ewan. 

Just after takeoff, the starboard engine on their 
aircraft begins to sputter. When looking at their 
gauges, they notice the engine is running hot and 
losing oil pressure fast. Barb notices oil flowing over 
the cowling of the engine and immediately shuts it 
down. Jim is struggling to maintain altitude so they 
can come back and make an emergency landing at the 
Olds/Didsbury. Barb advises Terminal Control in 
Calgary of their problem and states they would try to 
make it back to the Olds/Didsbury Airport. As they 
circle over the Town of Carstairs, Barb advises the 
passengers of the problem and what they should do 
upon landing back at the Olds/Didsbury Airport. With 


the weight of the aircraft, fuel, passengers and bag¬ 
gage, Jim and Barb are fighting for control of the 
aircraft. Jim decides they will not make it back to the 
airport and they should try for a landing on a highway 
south and west of Carstairs. Barb has her Alberta Road 
Map available and advises Calgary Terminal Control of 
their intentions and asks them to alert the local first 
responders in case they are required. Barb tells Calgary 
they will try for a landing on Highway 766 south of 
Highway 580 as there does not appear to be much 
traffic on this road. 

Jim decides to do a long landing so he can touch 
down when there is no traffic coming and hopefully be 
able to clear the main road before any show up. Upon 
landing, the port wing strikes the ground causing the 
aircraft to cartwheel over and over leaving wreckage 
on the highway. The aircraft ends up on its back on the 
west side of the highway 766.There are a total of 14 
persons on the aircraft.

Prayer retreat was refreshing 


Dear Family and friends. 

Things are going well here right now, just 
busy. Last weekend we had our station prayer 
retreat. It was really good, refreshing and needed. 
We went on a prayer walk and prayed for several 
unreached people groups in our area of Nigeria. 
We also did a personality type inventory which 
for me was very helpful because it targeting some 
things that I have been dealing with and some 
comments that have been made about me. Gives 
me an excuse to be the way I am - not really, but 
it helped me understand why some things are so 
stressful for me. My personality doesn’t operate 
well in that way. It helped me to see what I need 
to do and what I need to ask others to do for me 
to allow me to function well with my responsibili¬ 
ties. I am not a spontaneous person so don’t ask 
me to make a major decision on the spot. I need 
time to gather information and process things. I 
don’t make a very good committee chairperson 
but I do well at looking at the issues from several 
angles and gathering information about some¬ 
thing. 

This week was Spiritual Emphasis week. A 
group from the Lutheran church led the daily 
chapel services. There were 6 of them in their 
early 20’s so they related well to the students. 
They had been in Nigeria for about three months 
and really enjoyed being with American kids. 
They spent a lot of time with the kids which was 
good for our kids but also good for them. It is hard 
to talk to Nigerians from the small villages where 
they had been so they enjoyed the freedom of 
being themselves with our students. 

Thursday all the female middle school teach¬ 
ers were invited to the home of one of our 
students for “tea”. This doesn’t happen often. 
This is only the third time in my years here that 


I’ve been invited to a students home just because 
we teach him/her. Two of the three times it has 
been Muslim families that have invited us. This 
was a Muslim family. She had pizza, India meat 
pastries and black forest cake as well as Middle 
Eastern tea. It was all very good. Fiona and I 
arrived late because we had our discipleship 
groups but we had a nice visit. It was a very nice 
way for them to show their appreciation. Dan had 
to fix his own supper when I got home because I 
certainly didn’t need anything more to eat. 

Friday and Saturday night the school put on 
the King and I. The students did a great job. It is 
the first time to try theater-in-the-round. The 
audience sat around the edges of the auditorium 
with the play taking place in the middle. The 
director, Ward Nicholson, arrived back late from 
a trip home at Christmas for medical reasons. 
That put off the starting of rehearsals for about 
two weeks. Then due to a variety of reasons the 
play is being presented a month earlier than 
usual so the students didn’t have much time to 
learn their parts, music and the acting. They did 
a fantastic job - better than some performances 
where they had plenty of time to learn every¬ 
thing. The student who played the King really 
carries the play. He even shaved his head on 
Friday afternoon so he resembles Yul Brenner. 
Friday night I watch the elementary students 
who play the King’s children in the play. They are 
not on for a good portion of time in the middle of 
the play.

Chretien’s low dollar policy hurts 
Canadian econmony - Thompson 


Since Jean Chretien came 
to power in 1993; the Cana¬ 
dian dollar has declined 12.18 
cents (U.S.) or 16^, based on 
Friday's close of 63.75. 

That was perilously close 
to the all-time low of 63.33 
cents it reached in August 
1998. 

"The dollar's drop is no ac¬ 
cident. It's part of a low-dollar 
policy advocated by the Prime 
Minister for most of his career 
as a politician. His record 
speaks for itself," said 
Thompson. 

On February 22, 1978 he 
stated, "I have said many times 
that the Canadian dollar has 
to float downwards." 

On June 3, 1984 he said, "I 
can live personally with a 
weaker dollar. I was there 
when it went from 93 cents 
down to 85 cents, and it was 
good for exports... 

"So, for me, in the interests 
of the people I represent, I can 
live with it." 

In a speech on October 28, 
1990 Chretien said that it was 
time to "accept a weaker dollar 
that will allow us to be more 
competitive and which will in¬ 
crease our exports." 

"The dollar's devaluation de¬ 
mands a new budget with 
deeper tax cuts to bolster the 
economy and currency. It's 
clear to some analysts that we 
could see the dollar fall to 60 
cents U.S. or even less. How 
could the Liberals put the 
blinders on so tightly?" asked 
Thompson. 

"Michael Walker of the 


Fraser Institute produced an 
analysis that suggested Cana¬ 
da's rising tax burden has been 
the major factor pushing the 
Canadian dollar down. High 
tax rates are destroying the 
dollar - not commodity prices, 
not interest rates or inflation 
differentials. 


"So far, neither Finance Min¬ 
ister Paul Martin nor Bank of 
Canada Governor David Dodge 
has come up with a reasonable 
response to Walker’s analysis. 
This is nothing short of delib¬ 
erately bad economic policy 
on both of their parts," con¬ 
cluded Thompson.

Visits to the Olds 
College Farm will 
he controlled 

Due to the increasing concern about the spread of 
foot and mouth disease. Olds College is controlling 
access to the Olds College Farm. 

"Effective immediately no casual visitors are per¬ 
mitted on the farm part of the campus", says Dr. Bob 
Lockwood, Dean of Agricultural Production. Busi¬ 
ness and Animal Science. 

"And the farm, except for the Equine Reproduc¬ 
tion Centre, the Farrier Lab and the Arena, will not 
be open to visitors during our annual Open House 
on Saturday April 7. We are taking this action 
because we would rather err on the side of caution 
than expose our livestock to this extremely serious, 
highly communicable disease. 

"Canada has been free of foot and mouth disease 
since 1952, but the virus is easily spread, so we are 
going to be very careful." 

Employees of Olds College who travel outside of 
North America will also not be permitted to visit the 
Farm until 14 days after arriving in Canada or until 
they complete a decontamination process. The same 
rules will apply to international visitors to Olds 
College. 

The 576-hectare (1480-acre) Olds College Farm is 
home to about five hundred livestock, including 
cattle, swine, sheep and horses. Since this is calving 
and lambing season, the total number of animals is 
changing continually. 

The Farm, which dates from 1911, two years 
before the College started as a modern working 
farm, used for hands-on teaching for students and 
agricultural research.

Carstairs bids farewell to the memorial arena

After all of the participants 
of the Carstairs Memorial 
Arena closing ceremonies left 
the building on Saturday 
night, the ice was not Hooded. 

Instead, the marks left by 
the last generation of Car¬ 
stairs’ figure skaters and 
hockey and ringette players 
were left to melt away. 

Since 1948, local residents 
have left their respective 
marks on the ice at the local 
historical monument known 
as the Carstairs Memorial 
Arena. 

After years of Saturday 
night hockey games, Nova 
Cups and Ice Carnivals, the 
citizens of Carstairs paid their 
last respects to the 53-year- 
old arena. 

The farewell included dig¬ 
nitaries from the town, the 
recreation board and Hockey 
Alberta. 

The people who volunteered 
to help put up the building and 
skated on the first sheets of 


ice were also on hand to be 
commemorated. 

Eighty-year-old Floyd 
Beckner played his earliest 
hockey on an outdoor rink, 
which was located behind the 
Catholic Church in Carstairs. 
He said the arrival of a cov¬ 
ered rink in the town was truly 
a benchmark in local history. 

“It was a thrilling experi¬ 
ence for me to be playing 
hockey in this new building,” 
he said. 

“It was an exciting time for 
all of us.” 

Beckner, who was one of 
the people honored during the 
ceremony Saturday night, said 
before the Carstairs Arena was 
built there was just one cov¬ 
ered arena between Calgary 
and Red Deer. That building 
was in Olds. 

“There were some difficult 
times for the arena in its early 
years due to the economy,” 
said Beckner. 

“But Carstairs was able to 
get through those times thanks 


to a volunteer effort. Week in 
and week out, local people 
would be at the arena Hooding 
the ice and basically just keep¬ 
ing the thing going. 

“There is some sadness in 
seeing this building go. There 
certainly are a lot of memo¬ 
ries.” 

Also honored were the 
Leismer and Smith families - 
both of which had multiple gen¬ 
erations that laced up skates 
and glided across the small ice 
surface. 

“With sadness on this clos¬ 
ing, but with many good memo¬ 
ries, I am here to represent 
four generations of the Leismer 
family,” said Ronda Mader, 
who gave a speech at center 
ice. 

“Our four generations spent 
countless hours playing 
hockey, coaching hockey, fig¬ 
ure skating, playing ringette 
and watching these ice sports 
in Carstairs for the last ninety- 
some years.” 

Maders’ grandfather Lloyd 
Leismer and his future brother 
in laws George and Ray 
Sherriffs were among Car- 
stairs' pioneering hockey play¬ 
ers. 

These same people were 
among the volunteers that 
came together and spent day 
after day putting together the 
rafters that held the roof up 
for over a half-century. 

One of the first skaters to 
take to the now historic ice 
took an opportunity to be one 
of the last. 

Bruce Ing participated in the 
opening ceremonies when the 
arena opened. 

Hours before the closing cer¬ 
emonies commenced and dur¬ 
ing an intermission during the 
final game that would be played 
on the ice, he donned his skates 
and made one last pass across 
the ice. 

“I had to come and make 
one last pass on this ice before 
they took it out,” said the 70- 
year-old shortly after his skate. 
“I have had a lot of memories 
here and I can find myself in 
many of the photographs on 
these walls.” 

After the ceremony had 
ended. Ken Smith sat at center 
ice with a rye in his hand and 
his feet on a bucket filled with 
arena ice keeping his Coke 
cold. Moments earlier he had 
shared what the Arena meant 
to him and his family and ex¬ 
pressed a thought that were 
evident through out the 
evening. 

“If you pause and listen oh 
so briefly right now, I am sure 
you can hear and visualize 
your own memories and hear 
this Memorial Arena say 
thanks itself and goodbye.”

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What is a "learning disability"? 


QUESTION: My 6-year-old son has always been an 
energetic child with some of the symptoms of hyperactivity. 
He has a short attention span and flits from one activity to 
another. 

I took him to his pediatrician, who said he did not have 
attention deficit disorder. However, he’s beginning to have 
learning problems in school because he can’t stay in his 
seat and concentrate on his lessons. What should 1 do? 

DR. DOBSON: It sounds like your son is immature in 
comparison with his age mates and could profit from being 
retained in the first grade next year. If his birthday is 
between Dec. 1 and July 1, I would ask the school psycholo¬ 
gist to evaluate his readiness to learn. 

Retaining an immature boy during his early school 
career (kindergarten or first grade) can give him a social 
and academic advantage throughout the remaining years 
of elementary school. 

However, it is very important to help him “save face” 
with his peers. If possible, he should change schools for at 
least a year to avoid embarrassing questions and ridicule 
from his former classmates. 

You have very little to lose by holding back an immature 
boy, since males tend to be about six months behind females 
in development at that time. The age of a child is the worst 
criterion on which to base a decision regarding when to 
begin a school career. 

That determination should be made according to specific 
neurologic, psychosocial and pediatric variables. Let me 
add one other suggestion that you might consider. Your 
son appears to be a good candidate for home schooling. You 
might want to keep him in the safety of your care until he 
matures a bit, and then if you choose, place him in school 
one year behind where he would have been otherwise. He 
will not suffer academically and will be more secure for the 
experience. 

Home schooling is especially helpful for the immature 
child — usually a boy — who is just not ready for the social 
competition and rejection often experienced within large 
groups. 

It is also beneficial to children who do not have this 
problem, if the parent is committed to it. That’s why home 
schooling is the fastest growing educational movement in 
the United States today. 

QUESTION: When it comes to education, you have said 
that the right factual information can and should lead to 
conceptual learning. But aren’t you putting too much 
emphasis on the memorization process, which is a low 
academic goal? 

DR. DOBSON: The human brain is capable of storing 
some 2 billion bits of information in the course of a lifetime. 
There are many avenues through which that programming 
can occur, and memorization is one of them. Let me put it 
this way: If you ever have to go under a surgeon’s knife, 
you’d better hope that the physician has memorized every 
muscle, every bone, every blood vessel and every Boy Scout 
knot in the book. 

Your life will depend on his accessibility to factual 
information during the operation. 

Obviously, I strongly oppose the perspective held in 
some academic circles that says, “There’s nothing we know 
for certain, so why learn anything?” Those who feel that 
way have no business teaching. 

They are salesman with nothing to sell! 

QUESTION: Is it inevitable that sexual desire must 
diminish in the fifth, sixth and seventh decades of life? 

DR. DOBSON: There is no organic basis for healthy 
women or men to experience less desire as they age. The 
sexual appetite depends more on a state of mind and 
emotional attitudes than on one’s chronological age. 

If a husband and wife see themselves as old and unattrac¬ 
tive, they might lose interest in sex for reasons only 
secondary to their age. 

But from a physical point of view, it is a myth that men 
and women must be sexually apathetic unless there are 
disease processes or physical malfunctions to be consid¬ 
ered.

A learning disability is when 
a person has difficulty acquir¬ 
ing and developing literacy, 
numerary and reasoning 
skills, given at least average 
intelligence and the absence of 
other causal factors. They are 
specific to the individual, oc¬ 
cur across the lifetime and 
allow for much variation in 
the presented difficulties. They 
are not caused by low intellec¬ 
tual ability, inappropriate 
learning background or emo¬ 
tional difficulties, though 
these disadvantages may co¬ 
exist with learning disabili¬ 
ties. 

Learning disabilities are not 
easily identifiable, a lot of peo¬ 
ple will not realize why they 
are having problems often la¬ 
belling themselves "stupid".

expects 5,000 people from 50 
churches to be involved.

Is tour ChlU Leaning Disabled? 

It is something that lurks in the back of every parent's mind, and yet, often, 
so easily excused. But when bouts of poor report cards, difficulties in 
concentration, or intense frustration with learning math, reading or, just 
about anything, becomes increasingly common, we all must learn to take a 
closer look. Recognition of the problem is just one goal of the Mountain View 
Chapter of the Learning Disabilities Association of Alberta. 

During Learning Disabilities Month, members from the tightly knit group 
representing Didsbury, Olds, and Cremona join forces to educate people on the 
many ways to adapt. "It is not always the first thing that people are prepared to face," 
says Susan Vickers of the Mountain View Chapter, "... a parent or a teacher may 
recognize a learning disability in a child early on, but either dismiss the problem 
as something else or miss it altogether." Vickers points to the example of Actor 
Henry Winkler. Winkler apparently didn't discover he was dyslectic - a common 
reading disability - until he was asked to narrate a documentary about the ailment. 
"He went through his entire life thinking he was just stupid and lazy, when really, 
he had a learning disability," explains Vickers. 

Although the cause of many learning disabilities is not known, the 
definition of behavior that typifies most learning problems is universal. "A 
learning disability is anything that hinders you from reading, writing or 
understanding a concept...they range in severity from mild to severe." 

Anyone wishing to understand more about learning disabilities can drop by 
the Didsbury Library and view the Chapter's informational display. Monthly 
meetings for the Mountain View Chapter of the Learning Disabilities Associa¬ 
tion of Alberta take place at the Didsbury Hospital

It was no coincidence that Denis and Jean Mason chose to spend their 
retirement in Didsbury, Alberta. The couple, who once hailed from Withington, 
near Didsbury, England, agree the friendly, small town atmosphere here was too 
good to pass up. When contemplating their most recent move from Victoria, B.C. 
"I guess we kind of did things backwards," laughs Denis Mason who just moved 
to town in October with wife, Jean, "most people go to Victoria to retire, and here 
we are coming out to the prairies from Victoria to retire in Didsbury." 

But Didsbury, Alberta is by far, not the only move the Mason's have made since 
they first started raising their young family (two daughters and a son). 'We are 
originally from Withington," explains Jean, "...we wanted a better life e for our 
family and after seeing a promotional video on immigrations felt it would be best 
to come out to Canada."

Alberta cattle now eligible under 
Net Income Stabilization Act 


Agriculture and Agri- 
Food Minister Lyle 
Vanclief announced 
March 15, 2001 that the 
federal Net Income 
Stabilization Account 
(N1SA) program is being 
extended to cover Alberta 
cattle for the first time 
ever. 

“I’m very pleased to 
offer this excellent man¬ 
agement tool to Alber¬ 
ta’s beef producers,” said 
Mr. Vanclief. “We all 
know farming can be a 
risky business full of un¬ 
predictable ups and 
downs. Programs like 
NISA ensure farmers are 
better able to deal with 
income fluctuations.” 

The NISA program 
gives farmers the option 
of setting up an account 
that they contribute to 
during good years and 
draw from during bad. 
The Government of 
Canada will match de¬ 
posits made by farmers 
into their accounts, up 
to three per cent of eligi¬ 
ble net sales. 

The Alberta Cattle 
Commission - an organi¬ 
zation representing all 
35,000 of the province’s 
producers, voted in De¬ 
cember to allow NISA 
coverage and asked Mr. 


Vanclief to make it avail¬ 
able. This announce¬ 
ment is a follow-up to 
that request. 

“The Government of 
Canada is committed to 
supporting farmers,” 
said Mr. Vanclief. “It’s 
important that people 
know NISA is an option 
for them.” 

Alberta beef producers 
can receive NISA ben¬ 
efits on all sales of beef 
cattle in the 2000 tax 
year. 

To receive full NISA 
deposit entitlements, 
they must complete and 
submit their NISA appli¬ 
cations by June 15 (indi¬ 
viduals) or June 30 (cor¬ 
porations) and open a 
NISA account at a par¬ 
ticipating financial insti¬ 
tution. 


Forms and guides for 
NISA 2000 are available 
by calling 1-800-665- 
6472 or by downloading 
from NISA’s website at 
www.agr.ca/nisa. Be¬ 
cause Alberta Cattle was 
a late-addition commod¬ 
ity under the program, it 
is not listed yet on the 
forms and guides. 

This will not create 
difficulties since produc¬ 
ers need only enter the 
correct commodity code 
(which can be found on 
the web site or by calling 
the information line) and 
list sales and expenses 
information on the form. 

Producers can call 1- 
800-665-6472 for infor¬ 
mation on the program 
or if they have questions 
about the form or the 
guide.

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Multi-purpose room project needs more public input 


The Didsbury Memorial 
Complex Multi-Purpose 
Room has long been a topic 
of discussion regarding the 
need for improvements to 
the facility. 

Meetings to gather feed¬ 
back for improvements and 
to get ideas from user 
groups regarding their 
needs in such a facility 
began in March of 1998. 

As time goes by, we are 
getting closer to finalizing 
the project and are com¬ 
mitted to accessing and 
compiling as much infor¬ 
mation as possible from 
Didsbury and District resi¬ 
dents as well as from cur¬ 
rent and potential user 
groups of the facility.
